How Did We Get This Way 
The secret of economic, social and political 
freedom is balance. 
That was the great dis­ 
covery of the fram ers of the Constitu tion, who 
sou ght to balance the component parts of gov­ 
ernm ent. 
It wou ld be thé great discovery in 
indu strial relations, if balance were what the 
competing forces were looking for. 
In economics, the law of su pply and demand 
Is the sou rce of balance. When it is interfered 
with, things begin to go hay wire. 
Things go 
hay wire in every field where balance is de­ 
stroy ed by a preponderant weight of power. 
Take pu blic finance—all the kinds of spend­ 
ing done by federal, state and local govern­ 
ment. 
Balance is the great discovery to be 
m ade in that field, too. 
It wou ld slow down 
and finally reverse misu se of the preponderant 
weight of federal power which has cau sed fed­ 
eral spending to mu ltiply itself 40 times since 
19 32 while state and local spending has mu lti­ 
plied only five times. 
Since 19 32, national income has been mu l­ 
tiplied less than 7 times. Average weekly earn­ 
ings have been mu ltiplied a bare 2 Vz times. 
Gross national produ ction has mu ltiplied less 
than 6 times. Cash receipts from farming have 
been mu ltiplied abou t 7 times. Phy sical volu me 
of indu strial produ ction has increased a little 
m ore than 3 tim es. 
Bu t federal spending has increased 40 
times 
That is the nu mber to remember the 
next time y ou wonder why every body is scrou ng­ 
ing for money , except the spenders m Washing- 
ton. Even they wou ld take more if they cou ld 
get i t 
There is no point of satiety in their 
appetite for being free and easy with other 
people’s wealth.

With a German cabinet minister demanding 
u nification of his cou ntry and mischiefmakers 
threatening to get the u pper hanS in Japan, it 
takes no imagination to believe war doesn t pay . 
It cannot be made to pay . 
If its sole aim is destru ction, as it was in 
the war against Germany and Japan, the victor 
eventu ally mu st pay the cost of the destru ction 
either in direct aid or in measu res to keep the 
popu lation from falling u nder control of oppor­ 
tu nists.

1. Why do the Democrats hold 
their convention after the Repu b- 
icans finish theirs?

2. Why do the parties pick the 
same city the last three times. Bu t 
most of their conventions before 
19 40 were held in different cities.

The expense and problems in­ 
volved in the news, radio and TV 
coverage are becoming so hu ge and 
complex it’s best all arou nd to meet 
in the same place. 
The two Chicago conventions this 
y ear will be in the same hall. The 
D e m oc r a t s and Repu blicans 
worked hand-in-glove making the 
arrangements; 
It’s saved them time, money and 
trou ble. After the convention they 
can retu rn to their u su al occu pation 
of 
happily 
try ing to cu t each 
other’s throat. 
Choosing the convention city is 
done by the national committees 
of both parties a half y ear or more 
before the conventions open. 
Actu ally , su bcommittees of the 
big committees have been scou ting 
arou nd long before that. They keep 
these main points in mind: 
1. Location. They u su ally pick a 


place most centrally located for 
all the delegates. It’s no accident 
the two parties have m et most- 
often in Chicago. 
2 . Facilities. This covers a lot of
